A SUNSHINE 
FRIEND. 


The fourth page editor of The H-D hag 


been making a vigorous bid for promotion. 
If heartlessness will send him to the second 
page he will be there within another 24 
hours. 
His last exploit had to do with the 


fire marshal, and we are not aware that it 
has an equal In the history of Journalism. 
In Wednesday morning's Issue he had an 
article under the heading, "Will Foster Go?" 
The conclusion is that the council will de- 
pose Foster. 
There Is nothing startling in 


this announcement, unless one Is capable 
of being stirred up by an unveiling of the 
very ancient past 
The indications on the 


night of the 15th of April were that the fire 
chief would hare to hunt another job. THE 


• KEVIEW made the announcement next 


morning; and every one in town except 
The H-D folks have been in possession of 
the information since that time. 
Foster 


himself suspected that it was probably true. 
Of course he made a fight to bold his place; 
this was no more than we expected. 
So 


when the fourth page editor announced that 
Foster would go he only occupied the place 
in journalism that almanacs do. 


Perhaps the editor should not be con- 


demned too severely for this. It is the busi- 
ness of a man on The H-D to furnish the 
kind of reading matter that should go with 
pat med. ads. If he should run into aomtr 
thing new enough to divert attention from 
the com and consumption cures, the adver- 
tisers might register a kick. When those 
advertisers get out a special advertising 
medium on their own account they call it an 
almanac; and it ts expected of The H-D 
man, while working in their Interests, that 
he will at least follow the almanacs style 
which they have approved. Viewed in this 
light, we can see much reason why he 
should delay the announcement of Foster's 
probable removal until 22 days after It had 
become generally known. 


But the fourth page man wonld like to be 


an editor if he were not an almanac maker. 
He is not content with announcing that 
Foster will go, but must add a parting kick. 
Here is where the heartleesness comes in. 
It will be remembered that since the election 
The H-D, through its fourth page man, 
has defended Foster in the Terr few 
ways it'knew how. In his behalf it first 
insisted that there was no politics in the 
spring election. Then It railed against the 
idea that the democrats in the council 
would go Into the removal business. Than 
it warned the democrats that in future elec- 
tions they would carry only one ward. It 
presented a very cold shoulder to Scanlan'8 
first resolution calling for an investigation 
of the fire marshal's conduct on election 
day by the fire commissioners. From elec- 
tion day until Wednesday morning it was 
as great a champion of Foster as It is possi- 
ble for a coward to be. 


But the vote in the council last Monday 


night showed evea The H-D that Foster's 
game was probably played to an end. The 
way the people received that vote showed 
it that the dismissal ot the fixe chief wonld 
meet popular approval. Then it was that 
The H-D showed the kind of staff that 
nickeJ-in-ths-Blot friends are made of by 
turning about to kick the man to whom it 
bad posed as a friend. It told as a piece of 
news that Foster wonld go and then added: 


The fact that only Aldermen Simpson 
and Harwood voted against toe investiga- 
tion Is proof coDeluaive that a -very heavy 
majority of the council does not approve of 
the chief working at the polls In violation 
of the rules and when he Is paid by the dty 
for other service. 


"violation of the rate*"? While Foster 
was on his feet not a hint did the North 
Main folks give us about the chargas that 
would be pressed against him. That was 
the time to say something in the newspa- 
pers; it might have done some good then; 
might have awakened a few readers to the 
necessity of Inquiry. But The H-D waited 
until the council gave notice of a funeral 
and then It set up as one of tiie principal 
shooters, last week; It cried "hosanna"; 
now It Is "crucify him." And all this 
was done just to be on the popular side. 
We want to say for The H-D's victim that 
according to all report he is made of infin- 
itely better stuff than his latest howling 
foe. He is a republican politician of the 
kind that gives and should expect no quar- 
ter; but we are told that he knows the dif- 
ference between friendship and treachery. 


This latest performance of The H-D 


should convince the people that the fourth 
page editor would drop out of his mother's 
funeral to climb onto some passing band- 
wagon. 


FAHWELL AND PENSIONS. 


The Republican State Central committee 


met in Chicago, Tuesday, and fixed the 
state convention at Springfield for June 24. 
After this business was finished a love feast 
was held. We are told that federal;and 
state officeholders and also those who want 
office were in attendance. After this it is 
unnecessarily added that the feast was a 
great one in point of numbers. It is inter- 
esting to note how the different men who 
want office paid their respects to this love 
feast Senator Farwell could not be pres- 
ent, but sent a letter in which the following 
could be fouud: 


"The senate, as you know, has already 
passed a dependent-pension bill, for which 
the house has substisnted a service pension 
bill, and the latter will be passed by con 
gress before adjournment. I cordially ap 
prove this bill and believe that thu time has 
come when those who fought for the flag of 
our country during the late rebellion, and 


ho were lucky enough to escape unwound- 


ed or were hardy enough to keep out of the 
hospital, should be remembered by a grate- 
ful country. They certainly did as much 
as any to preserve the union. 


This little squib settles it; you can de- 


pend upon it that no man thinks that way 
unless he is a candidate. The man whose 
interest in the old soldier is unmixed with 
politics is of opinion that the rewards 
should go to those who went far enough 
into the war to get wounded. 
Farwell 


speaks of those who were "lucky" enough to 
escape unwounded. We have talked to 
some old soldiers and they seemed to be of 
the opinion that even a first class Jonah 
might have avoided wounds during the war 
had he taken the precaution to stand 500 
miles away from muskets that carried only 
800 or 1000 yards. This bill to which Far- 
well gives unqualified approval lacks a 
great deal of pleasing the old veterans. If 
there is to be a general pension bill, they 
prefer the one that-proposed to give each 
soldier a monthly sum equal to one cent for 
each day spent in the service. 


But the bill which Farweil approves is 


meant to catch voters, rather than do the 
just thing. Ninety cents a month wouldn't 
suit the 00 day man, and he is numerous 
enough to Impress the fact on Farwell. It 
Is hoped that the old soldier who took part 
In fighting will see that Farwell is dealing 
out pensions for the votes there are in them. 
He would help the mascots along, in spite 
of the fact that they are about as well able 
to take care of themselves now as they 
were to keep out of range of minnie balls.

A story comes from Humboldt, near 


Tuacola, that 
while 
three 
prominent 


young farmers of that 
vicinity were 


on their way home at a late hour Tuesday, 
one of them, James Rogers, was set upon 
by the other two, Alfred Campbell and 
George King, and beaten to death with 
clubs. They were all intoxicated and had 
a jug of whisky with them. Campbell was 
arrested yesterday in Mattoon by the city 
marshal and was boasting of having killed 
a man the night before. He afterwards re- 
tracted the confession he made of tho crime. 
King escaped, but is closely pursued. 
Threats of lynching have been made and 
considerable excitement prevails. 


About th« Mlnon. 


The coal miners' strike Is beginning to as- 


sume a serious aspect In this portion of Illi- 
nois. Yesterday at Danville at a mass- 
meeting It was decided that the Grape 
Creek, Tllton, Kelleyvllle and 
Danville 


miners, about 1,400 in number, should join 
In a general strike. Some of the miners of 
the Consolidated Goal company are very 
much opposed to the strike, and may go to 
work in a few days. 


There now seems to be no prospect of a 


« settlement of the coal miner's difficulties 
and a general strike of 30,000 miners is an 
Immediate prospect according to the Even- 
big News of Chicago. 


Here at Decatur the situation is the same 


as yesterday. The miners are all quiet, 
and no steps so far as known, are being 
taken by the operators to put other men in 
their places. The following sensible re- 
marks on the situation were made by The 
Bulletin last evening and are reproduced 
here because they are worthy of reproduc- 
tion and a circulation: 


If the people would take the pains to in- 


vestigate Hie miners' wrongs in Illinois they 
would take hold and help settle these min- 
ing controversies in such a way that the 
operators would be convinced of the folly 
as well as injustice of their course. 


The condition of the Decatur miners is 


uot so bad as at most of the mining centers, 
but their condition here Is not enviable. 


They are intelligent and understand their 


rights, and they are determined to protect 
the interests of tnelr employers as well an 
their own, and if the mine owners will re- 
ciprocate tbis feeling by an administration 
of Justice there will be no coal famine in 
Decatur. 


Let justice be done upon the basis that 


"the laborer Is worthy of his hire." 


No miner should be required to mine a 


pound of coal for nothing, and no citizen 
should pay freight on coal when it reduces 
the amount of mine labor at home. 
These 


are matters that appeal to the intelligence 
of the business men of this city.
